A WATERY GRAVE 


Engulfs Four Members of a Pleasure 
Party on Ponchatrain. 


A SKIPPER LOSES HIS BEAD, 


And in the Excitement the Boat Is 
Overturned. 


A FATHER, CRAZED BY DEEP GRIEF, 


Swears He Will Kill the Man Whom He 
Holds Responsible for the Lives 
of His Daughters. 


New Orleans, April 2.—(Special.)—A 
sailing party on Lake Pontchartrain came to 
a sad end this afternoon. 

Thomas Kelly, his wife, Mrs. Mary A. 
stenographer; 
Thomas Smith, an engineer; Ed Smythe, a 
mechanic; Miss Maggie McCue, gge¥ six- 
teen; Mary Flinn, aged thirteen; Agnes 
Flynn, aged fifteen; Maggie Sheppard, aged 
twenty, and Effie Kelly, aged thirteen, 
went to Milnerburg, a lake resort, and hired 
a sloop to go out for a day’s sail. After 
coasting about the lake for a few hours 

ey determined to make a trip a mile and 
‘@half out from shore where they saw a 
fishing party. The course of the sloop was 
changed and the party was seen within 
hailing distance of the fishing party. 

Thomas Kelly was in charge of the sloop 
and attempted to jib the craft. As the 
boom went from starboard to port, the 
sloop’s gunwale went under water and the 
boat was filling rapidly. Kelly lost his head 
and ordered the people in the party to right 
the boat by getting on the other side. His 
evident lack of ability caused the women 
in the sloop to be infected with his fears 
and they tumbled on one another in their 
efforts to obey his order. 

As a consequence the boat was capsized 
and the entire party was thrown into the 
water, which was thirteen feet deep at that 
point. The anchor of the sloop slipped 
from the deck and caused those of the party 
who had secured a hold on the keel to lose 
their grasp. 

The men in the skiff saw the accident, 
and pulling up their anchor pulled over to 
the unfortunate party of pleasure seekers. 
The rescuers were Goodfriend, Merzenach 
and B. Schneider. They succeeded in res- 
cuing Maggie Sheppard and Mamie McCue 
but as they were on their way to rescue 
Mrs. Kelly she gave up a cry of despair and 
sank to the bottom before the eyes of her 
husband. Agnes and Maggie Flynn slipped 
from the bottom of the upturned boat and 
sank to the bottom in one another’s arms. 
Little Effie Kelly clung to the rudder post 
of the sloop with the energy of despaif, but 
each wave which struck the boat caused her 
little hands to slip and the girl went down a 
moment before the skiff could reach her. 
The men were all saved, and with the two 
rescued children were rowed to the shore. 

The news of the drowning ran through 
the city like wildfire, and by evening the 
lake was dotted here anil there with boats 
filled with men at work searching for the 
bodies of the four unfortunates. By night 
not a trace of the bodies had been discover- 
ed, but the search wil] be kept up through- 
out the night and until all hope of récover- 
ing the bodies is at an end. 

E. C. Flynn, father of the drowned sis- 
ters, is Wild with grief, and has sworn that 

ne Will kill Thomas Kelly on sight. He 
‘lames: Kelly for the whole affair, and says 
that his daughters would not have been 
drowned had Kelly not have induced thém 
to join the party. Flynn lost his wife re- 
cently and this second blow is believed to 
have affected his mind.

THE FIRE AT BUZZARD’S BAY. 


Mrs. Jefferson Receives a Message of Sympa- 
thy from President Cleveland. . 


Buzzard’s Bay, Mass., April 2.—The 
scene of yesterday’s fatal fire whs visited by 
hurtdreds of people today and the shore of 
Buttermilk bay, in the vicinity of Crow’s 
Nest, presented an animated appearance. 
The guard had a lively time at midnight, 
when the wind suddetly changed to the 
east and blew a-gale. The sparks were 
blown into the pine woods and were exitn- 
guished with much difficulty. ; 

Early this morning a search was institut- 
ed for the body of Helen McGrath. The 
debris was .carefully removed and the 
search continued all day, but no trace of 
the missing woman wag found, It is the 
general. opinion that the unfortunate wo- 
inman was instantly killed by the force of 
the explosion, and that #he cellar floor be- 
ing covered with gasoline, she was cremat- 
ed. But the finding of the body of a dog 
at noon, aroused the hepe that the woman’s 
remains might yet be found. Miss Collin- 
son, the maid, is the most seriously burned 
of the survivors. She was thrown down 
by the force of the explosion and was fright- 
fully burned on the faeé, arms and hands. 
Her sufferings were intense. Today she 
was resting as comfortably as could be 
expected, 

Clarence Whipple, an employe, was also 
terribly burned on thé face, arms and 
hands, and as he complains of severe pains 
in his chest it is feared that he inhaled 
some of the flames and is internally in- 
jured. 

Frank Ashport, another employe, was 
in the house at the time of the explosion 
and is also suffering from severe burns of

Little Freida Proder Has Her Sight, 
— Hearing and Speech Restored. 


WAS THOUGHT 70 BE BEWITCHED 


By the Ignorant Neighbors Who 
Threatened to Tarand Feather 


THE WHITE-BEARDED OLD STRANGER 


Who Worked Her Cure—A Strange Story 
from a Little Village Out on the 
Prairies of Nebraska. 


Omaha, Neb., April 2.—Jansen, Neb., 
is a prosperous village of 200 or 300 
houses, located on the prairie. Most of 
the inhabitants are Germans and Russiaps. 
Among them lives John Pruder, a German, 
who earns a scanty support for himself 
and family by laboring on the sheep ranch 
of Peter Jansen. The only one of the 
family who understands English is little 
Freida, a girl of nine years. 

Just before the holidays Freida was 
taken ill and confined to her bed, and until 
ten days ago she was the victim of a most 
mysterious ailment. She was subject to 
spams, in which her fingers were cramped 
until the nails were buried in her palms 
and her toes were turned under her feet. 
She lost sight, hearing and speech, and her 
little figure was racked with a variety of 
involuntary contortions. She was en- 
tirely helpless for hours and days, and for 
oné period of eight weeks life was sustained 
by pouring milk down her throat. At 
éther times she imagined she saw visions. 
Sometimes it was an angel, then a rabbit, 
then again a woman in white skirts. A 
physician ventured the opinion that the 
child’s liver was affected. Another said 
it was typhoid fever; another admitted 
that he didn’t understAnd the case. The 
circumstances of her sickness is vouched 
for by merchant neighbors of respectability, 
who can have no motive to misrepresent. 

One superstitious‘ old woman suggested 
that Freida had been witched. 

She recommended that the bed on which 
the child lay be searched. Accordingly 
the Pruders opened the tick, and curiously 
enough they found the feathers knotted 
into peculiar shapes. The superstitious 
neighbor suggested that these feather ob- 
jects be burned, saying that the witch 
would be the first person to visit the house 
after the burning. The first_caller hap- 
pened to be a Mrs. Miller. Her husband 
had at one time made a vain attempt to 
sell Pruder a piece of property and they 
readily accepted the conciusion that Mrs. 
Miller was bewitching the child im Te 
venge.

ress unless they have a license, or hereto- 
ore applied for one.

13th. Applications must be made prior to 
that date by jockeys who intend riding there.

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‘AN EXCITING RAID OF MOONSHINERS, 


Deputy Marshal Thomes Injured in the. 


Skirmish—-A Woman Knocked Down 
and a Boy Run Over. 


Athens, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—News 
of an exciting moonshine chase and illicit 
distillery capture yesterday came from Jug 
Tavern. 

The raid was made by Deputy United 


/States Marshal Thomas, of Atlanta, and 


Deputy Revenue Collector Ware, of Gaines- 
ville. . , 

As a result Deputy Marshal’Thomas re- 
turned to his home in Atlanta last night 
with a sore and badly bruised body, taking 
with him a young moonshiner named Dick 
Edwards, over four thousand gallons of beer 
and whisky and three large-sized distilleries 
were destroyed, and Captain J. R. Ware, 
one of the oldest and bravest revenue men 
in the service, said he had one of the most 
exciting experieneés in his experience. 

The makers of the sparkling mountain 
beverage were, caught off their guard, as 
their place’ was near the  ecene 
of the’ ‘Gainesville, Jefferson and 
Southern -wreck, and they thought the 
revenue. officers were innocent sight-seers 
like the other visitors to the wreck. The 
otticers took a bold step to secure their prize. 
They had the still located, and decided that 
bold tactics would be the best methods to 
employ in capturing it. They saw the boil- 
ing smoke rising from the furnace, and rode 
up to within a few yards of the plant before 
they alighted. The operators of the still 
thought they were in search of bug juice, 
and made no attempt to get away until the 
officers were almost in arms-length of them. 
Captain Ware caught Dick Edwards, one of 
the operators, and beld him, while the other 
one John McKey, the psoprietor, who had 
made a break to escape, was chased by Mar- 
shal Thomas. Both men proved themselves 
sprinters of no mean abifity, and it is un- 
certain what the result would have been 
had not the oflicer made a powerful colli- 
sion with a small tree, falling to the ground 
badly bruised and bleeding and almost gn- 
conscious from the force of the blow. the 
race had been made through two swamps 
full of briars and a barbed-wire fence, and 
as the officer raliied he saw the fleeing moon- 
shiner ascending a hill some distance away 
minus a shirt and hat, both of which had 
been “hooked” by the barbed-wire fence and 
briars- With nothing on but his pants and

danger, while Marshal Thomas returned to

Another Exciting Chase.

MONTE CARLO DIVIDENDS. 


The Largest Ever Declared—500 Franc Shares 


Quoted at 2,500 Francs. 

Nice, April 2.—The receipts of the Mon- 
te Carlo Casino during the year, which end- 
ed on Friday, were larger than any other 
year of its existence. They amounted to 
24,000,000 francs and warranted the au- 
nouncement of a dividend of 205 francs per 
share, the largest dividend yet declared. 

Five hundred francs shares are now 
quoted at more than 2,500 francs. The 
company proposes a plan for splitting every 
share into five shares, each of a face value 
of 500 francs and re-distributing the stock 
on this basis. A similar operation was exe- 
cuted by the company in 1884. 

The principal feature of the year’s gam- 
bling was the increase of the number of pet- 
ty players. The number of English gamblers 
decreased greatly during the year, that of 
Russians and Americans increased consid- 
erably. German players-were more numer- 
ous than ever before.

They found their game and ordered him 
to hold up his hands. 

Instead of obeying he opened fire, and 
Marshal Harris was brought to his knees 
by a ball from ‘a thirty-eight Smith & 

esson pistol, which struck him in the leg. 
The arresting party returned the fire and 
the negro fell with a fearful wound in 
his head and one in the leg. 

About a half dozen shots were fired at 
the negro and he himself fired three times. 

e was brought to town and put in jail, 
where his wounds were looked after. He 
is One of the most desperate as well as 
fearless negroes in this section. His 
wounds are thought to be dangerous. One 
bullet struck the side of his nose, ranged 
downward through the roof of his mouth, 
on through the base pf the tongue and 
lodged in his neck. 

Marshal Harris’s wound, while very 
painful, is not thought to be necessarily 
serious. He is now résting easily. There 
is no better nor more faithful officer in 
Georgia than Red Harris, and his many 
friends wish for him a speedy recovery. 


HE FELT HAYNES’S HEAD 


And Gives an Interesting Insight Into the 
Boy Murderer’s Characteristics. 
Columbia, S. C., April 2.—(Special.)—An 
interesting examination of the head of 
Wade Haynes, the young negro who has 
been respited four times by Governor Till- 
man after being sentenced to hang for the 
murder of Miss Florence Hornsby, was 
made today by Professor E. A. y, of 
Sumter, a graduate of the American In- 
stitute of Phrenology in New York. 
The professor had read in the newspapers 
of the supposed innocence of the boy, and 
he came here with his opinion formed 
in Haynes’s favor. He made the following 
statement regarding the examunation: 
“On examining Haynes I find him to be 
very cunning and severe in his dispostion 
with strong amatory propensities, fair in- 
tellect but poor moral restraint and would 
under favorable circumstances commit the 
crime with which he is charged. Bad 
characteristics are prominent in Haynes, 
while any indication of counteracting in- 
fluences is conspicuously absent.” 
Professor Ray said that his examination 
could not indicate anything‘as to Haynes’s 
uilt or innocence in this particular case 
further than the general tendency of his 
nature and his general disposition and capa- 
bility for crime. 


CERTIFICATES FURNISHED TO ORDER, 


‘And the Chinamen Come Right in Without 
Any Trouble. 


Portland, Ore., April 2.—If the investi- 
gation into the methods of the Chinese at 
this port and in Puget sound, commenced 
by Special Treasury Agent Noyes, is carried 
far enough, it is said that some sensational 
revelations will be made. Customs Inspec- 
tor Tods, of Vancouver, B. C., who ar- 
rived last night, says that the steamer Hay- 
tian Republic has been carrying a large 
number of Chinese to Portland from Van- 
conver on every trip, and that but a smal} 
proportion has been sent back until the last 
trip, when thirty-seven were deported. He 
says these Chinese all have certificates, 
which are procured from Portland and Sa- 
lem notaries and lawyers in the two cities, 
who are in the business of furnishing them. 
Chinamen send their photographs which are 
attached to bogus certificates. For these 
certificates they pay $60, the Haytian re- 
public charges them $50 fare and then 
they have to pay an agent $10 to see that 
they get in all right. — sae 


SAN DOMINGO INVADED. 


The Insurgents Repulsed and Captured by 
the Dominician Soldiers. 

New York, April 2.--Advices from Cape 
Havtien under date of March 26th, says: An 
invasion of San Domingo occurred at Deja- 
bon, on the borders between San Domingo 
and Hayien, March 10th. The attacking 
force consisted of about a hundred and sixty 
men, led by the insurgent generals, Pablo 
Reyes, H. Vasquese and others. Two men 
were killed. The Insurgents were repulsed by 
a force of 200 Dominican soldiers led by Gov- 
ernor Anderson, of Samanca, and aides, and 
ten of the Dominicans lost their lives. By or- 
der of President Hippolyte, of Hayti, the in- 
surgents were disarmed and broug t here.

| CORNER STONE OF THE COURTHOUSE 


Seems to Be Giving Away~A Peculiar 
State of Affairs—-A Young Man 
in Trouble in Rome. 


Rome, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—Over-in 
Calhoun county, Alabama, near White 
Plains, lives one of the most remarkable 
families in the country. 

It isthe Saddler family and con- 
sists of one brother and four unmarried 
sisters. These five persons are all over 
eighty years of age and have lived in a lit- 
tle one-room log hut all of their lives. The 
combined ages of the family is 481 years, 
and they are all still in good health. Last 
year the youngest of the family died of 
fever. She was the youngest sister, also 
unmarried, and was in her seventy-fourth 
year. They have lived together and have 
worked hard all of their lives. They ail 
smoke and chew tobacco of their own cul- 
ture, and drink strong coffee at each meal. 
They are all members of the Campbellite 
church and have attended services regularly 
and devotedly since the establishment of the 
church among the Indians. 

The two grandfathers of this remarkable 
family lived in Virginia and were soldiers 
in the revolutionary war. The father lived 
to be ninety-five years old and the mother 
was seventy-four when she died. The elder 
Saddler moved to Alabama in 1813, and 
built a substantial log cabin in the wilder- 
ness. In this house the family has ever 
since resided. ‘There ig in the house a ta- 
ble made in 1817, and a pair of wooden 
hames made in 1823. Neither of these 
persons has ever been on a railway train, 
and have never been over fifty miles from 
home, but they have lived quietly along 
watching generation after generation come

Capital Punishment. 

The advocates of thé abolition“of cap- 
ital punishment appear to be growing 
more-numerous everywhere, and in their 
ranks may be found many of our ablest 
and most conscientious reformers. 

Mr. Andrew J. Palur, editor of The 
American Journal of Politics, takes the 
position in a recent article that the oniy 
sure way to protect human life is to have 
it regarded with reverence by the whole 
people, and it is bis conviction that if 
the government wishes to teach that 
human life is sacred it must not set the 
example by deliberately destroying it. 

In this strong article Mr. Palur says 
that the argument that to take away the 
fear of the death penalty would result 
in the increase of murders has been re- 
peatedly proven false. The census re 
ports show a smialler number of murders 
in the states and countries that have 
abolished capital punishment than in the 
others that still exact the death penalty. 
The Howard Association, of London, 
after long investigation, has come to the 
conclusion that death as a punishment for 
murder hardens instead of softening the 


emotions, and prepares men to commit | 


murder by contemplating it. In the 
United States the steady increase of mur- 
ders suggests the necessity of a change 
in our method of dealing with the crime. 

One strong point is that. the death pen- 
alty defeats the ends of justice by caus- 
ing the acquittal of many murderers. 
The average juror, when he sees that 
his verdict must be “guilty of murder in 
the first degree,” or “not guilty,’”’ hesi- 
tates to take the responsibility of sending 
a fellow creature to death, and gladly 
yields to the convenient reasonable doubt 
that will enable him to set the prisoner 
at liberty and thus save his life. In 
Rhode Island, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Maine, states without capital punish- 
ment, murders are becoming less fre 


| it, making it a political issue. The 
south. driven to some sort of a defense, 
appropriated the New England doctrine 
of secession. The result of mixing these 
babies up was war, and in the confusion 
that”followed busy men have credited 
each section with ideas that Mo not be- 
long to it. 

This is now the trouble with Colonel 
Cockefill.

The New Enterprise for Atlanta. 

Atlanta occupies a strong financial po- 
sition in the south, but she has long 
needed an institution which could furnish 
capital for sound home enterprises and 
render it unnecssary for projectors to go 
to the money centers of the north for 
funds to carry out their plans. Such an 
institution she is about to establish. The 
proposed new trust company is intended 
to fill just this want. Now a railroad 
cannot be built, a large industrial enter- 
prise cannot be started without going to 
New York or some of the money markets 
for the capital. The bonds of a new 
street railway company have to be nego- 
tiated through some northern institution. 
Capitalists there have grown wary of the 
south, and many a worthy enterprise 
has failed because financial aid could not 
De secured. But, with a strong company 
here at home, development of our re 
sources should take fresh impetus. Mr. 
Joel Hurt, whose energy and business 
sugacity have accomplished wonders in 
Atlanta, has given shape to this move 
ment and it is nearing organization. It 
will start with large capital and will en- 
joy connections jvith the strongest finan- 
cial institutions: in the country. It will 
be founded on broad lines and as it is 
patronized so it will assist in the material 
development of our state and section.

By meeting in September congress can com- 
plete its organization and so far advance a 
tariff measure that it can be passed by the 
4th of next March, and perhaps before the 
winter holidays. 
the consideration of this important matter 
will be avoided, the business interests con- 
cerned will have adequate notice, to which 
they are entitled, of the changes to bé made, 
and the people will have opportunity to ob- 
serve the effects of tax reduction before pass- 
ing judgment, upon the party responsible for 
it. In addition to this, other important busi- 
ness awaiting the action of congress, relating 
to the currency, to measures of economy and 
to the circumvention and punishment of trusts 
and monopolies, can receive prompt attention 
when the tariff is out of the way. The logic 
of the situation requires an extra session, 
and there is little doubt that it will be called. 


ETCHED AND SKETCHED.

He 
made personal surveys and reports of the 
geological properties and mining “prospects of 
Nantahala, Wolfe and Tyger, Okefenokee and 
Susanna, Alabama, and his printed reports 
are used-as a means of securing capital and 
organizing companies for the development of 
southern resources. His Amicalola survey for 
an open water route to Atlanta caused our 
water board to acknowledge that Atlanta 
must eventually adopt the Amicalola plan. 
The work of this thoroughly competent and 
well educated scientific geologist and success- 
ful miner and engineer causes him to be con- 
sulted on many important questions. Just at 
nt he is visiting Newnan and Columbus 
at the request of their councils to submit plans 
for waterworks. Whether he would accept 
the offfte of state geologist is not known, 
but his record and his high endorsements 
cause him to be talked of very favorably in 


that connection.

= action of Secretary Smith of the de- 
partment of the interior in appointing Mr. 
G. P. Townsend, of South Carolina, a special 
examiner of the land office occasions protest 
among the South Carolina democrats, for 
which we think they have ample reason. 

As we understand Mr. Townsend’s record, 
he is a republican of the yost unreconstruct- 
ed type. He was elected judge of the fourth 
South Carolina circuit by a negro and carpet- 
bag “legislature; and he was identified with 
the politics illustrated by Franklin J. Moses 
and otbers of that ilk during the most cor- 
rupt period of reconstruction politics. That 
fie is still a republican, or that he was one 
until he was appointed to office by Secretary 
Smjth, is shown by the fact that he applied 
for appointment as United States district at- 
torney under the Harrison administration. 

It may be argued that by giving office to 
such republicans they become converts to de- 
mocracy. We can only reply that it is a mis- 
fortune to the democratic party and to the 
country that such conversions can be made 
by the gift of office. We believe it is well to 
recognize the fact that those who were once 
republicans are so no longer where the con- 
version is a result of regard for the welfare 
of the country. In west there is a large 
element that was weil represented* when Mr. 
/Gresham was called to the cabinet. And to 
have these represented we are willing that 
democrats who have always been faithful 
to the pasty, aed who are iargely responsipie 
for its great victory last year should remain in 
the background. But we are not willing for 
such democrats to be overlooked in the hope 
of converting such republicans as Mr. Town- 
send seems to be. 

lt is a great deal better, it seems to us, 
that all such should be kept out of the dem- 
ecratic party, for they only come into it to 
corrupt it and to render it disloyal to its prin- 
ciples. In the south, as everywhere eise, but 
perhaps especially in the south, there are al- 
ready too many men in the democratic party 
who are democrats only in the name and who 
do their best to prevent the party from rep- 
resenting its principles. It will be most unfor- 
tunate if others of the kind are brought into 
the party by the hope of preferment or by any 
other selfish motive. 

We believe that if Secretary Smith will con- 
sult Mr. Cleveland on this point he will find 
that the president and The Repyblic are sub- 
stantially agreed in opposition to the use of 
the offices as spoils. Public office is a public 
trust, and it is not rightly to be ysed to bribe 
republican spoilsmen. to call themselves demo- 
crats. If Mr. Smith will be advised by us he 
will recall this appointment and wil careful- 
ly refrain from making any more like it.

EX-MINISTER ScRUaGs, 


How He Impressed General Crespo and the 
; Venezuelans. - 
The Hon. Willian L. Scruggs had a difficult 
mission in Venezuela during’ the recent reyo- 
lution, but it is a matter of official record, 
as well as history, that he discharged his 
duties to the satisfaction of all concerned. 
The following letter from the new ruler of 
Venezuela, General Crespo, now on file in 
the state department at Washington, pays a 
deserved tribute to Colonel Scruggs: 
(Translation. ) 

“Joaquin Crespo, Chief of the National Ex- 
ecutive Power of the United States of Ven- 
ezuela—To His Excellency the President of 
the United States of America. Great and 
Good Friend: I learn with regret, from the 
autograph ivtter of your excellency dated the 
3d of February last, that his excellency Wil- 
liam L. Scruggs has resigned the position of 
envoy extraordinary -and minister plenipoten- 
tiary of the United States, which he had filled 
for several years before the government of 
the United States of Venezuela. 

“Acquainted as I was, when I assumed the 
executive power of the republic, with the 
high moral and intellectual qualities which 
so eminently distinguished Mr. Scruggs, it is 
most gratifying to me to signify to your ex- 
cellency the great esteem I entertain for him 
personally, and to express to you the pleasure 
with which I saw him contribute, in the ex- 
ercise of his high office, to the strengthaqning 
of the ties of friendship which happily unite 
the two nations, 

“Ie is a pleasure and an honor to manifest 
to you the good impréssion which Mr. Scruggs 
has left on the minds of the people and gov- 
ernment of this country, and to offer to your 
excellency the assurances of my most high 
and distinguished consideration.

This is a matter too jrious to our hard- 
worked teachers to beche the subject of 
flippancy or ridicule, and ‘¢ should discuss it 
in a business-like manner nd demonstrate to 
our law-makers the importgce of so amendjng 
the law as to allow teachig the full benefit 
of the present comparative small. appropria- 
tion. 

In conclusion allow me } suggest that if 
the benefit to the teachersis what you are 
really after, the wiser cour to pursue would 
be to‘ combat the Gefects iathe law, and not 
seek to leave the impressicd that those who 
are charged with the admMstration of the 
school system are derelict their duty in 
this particular.

Dr. Fitzgerald took as his text_that frag- 
ment from the New Testament, ‘Lay up for 
yourselves treasures in heaven.’’ It was a 
niasterly discourse and was listened to by the 
immense congregation with unwavering at- 
tention. 

“It was rather strange,”’ said the bishop, “that 
people who display such practical and sound 
judgment in seeular watiers, as was fre- 
guently the case should be so unwise when 
it came to a question of their eciernal and 
spiritual interest. One reason perhaps why 
people are disposed to regard the treasures of 
this world with sO much favor is because it 
is nearer at hand and its wealth is tangible to 
the consciousness. Héegrer is far: away, 
and the gold of earth, for that apparent 
reason is more attractive to a large number 
than the purer gold of the city of God. This 
should not be for the treasures of earth are 
transient while those of heaven are enduring, 
and will last undimmed through all the ages. 

“In a literal sense it is impossible tg lay up 
treasures in heaven. Literally we cunnot 
lay up a single nickle, not a lot of land nor a 
bank note, but these we can transmute to a 
certain extent into spiritual wealth and cur- 
reney. ; 

“We can lay up for ourselves in heaven treas- 
ures of knowledge. I have traveled through 
life in such a hurry that [ have really been 
tantalized by the meager opportunities which 
I have had for acquiring the knowledge of the 
world. In comparison with the vast extent 
of knowledge that is possible, I often feel 
humiliated at the insutliciency of my intel- 
lectual attainments. There sare books with 
whose titles I am familiar that I will never 
have time to read. -There are branches of 
science which I should like to pursue, but I 
shall never have time to gratify the desire to 
master them. Heaven is a ace in which we 
shall know all things, and where the inysteries 
and problems of this earth will all be solved. 

‘We should lay up treasures of memory, to 
follow out the same branch of the subject. 
Nothing that appeals to the recollection is 
ever forgotten. It appears to leave us but 
after awhile it returns in all ‘the vividness of 
the first impression.’’ He then related a remi- 
niscence of his recent visit to Macon. He 
bad stood in Rose Hill cemetery at twilight 
in front of the marble shaft which marke: 
the resting’: place of one of his lamented 
friends The intervening years, daring which 
time he had been among the Califoraoia moun- 
tains. were all wiped away. and thoughts 
which bag not oceurred to him in all ‘that 
interval suddenly renewed themselves. He 
then gave another illustration in potnt from 
his life beyond the Sierras. No memory of 
this world which God touches and hallows by 
his touch is ever lost. It becomes from that 
very moment one of the immortal treasures of 
the soul. 

Love was another treasure to be laid up in 
heaven. A wan might love his child too 
Httle. but@he could not love it too mach, 
Love was divine, and the love of one human 
heine for anether was divine: a love that 
would be renewed in the higher and brighter 
sequel of life eternal. 

This is onlv a mere synopsis of the sermon 
and affords therefore but a faint idea of the 
beautiful thought by which it was pervaded.

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Pat Calhoun Says fhat the Central Can 
Bo Saved. 


| — 
A BONE FIDE OFFER FOR BONDS. 


A Syndicate of.Owners of Junior Securi- 
ties Will Buy the Tripartites or 
Somebody Hise Will Have To. 


Mr. Pat Calhoun predicts that the Cen- 
tral railroad will not be sold under the 
hammer, and that the Hollins plan for the 
reorganization of the system will not suc- 
ceed. The committee called for all securi- 
ties to be deposited by Saturday, but a 
large proportion of the owners of bonds, 
stocks and debentures not having deposited 
their holdings, the time has been extended 
another month, nntil May Ist. 

Mr. Calhoun returned to Atlanta late 
Saturday night. He had stopped in Wash- 
ington to present his petition. for various 
owners of junior securities in the system 
to Justice Jackson. His trip south at this 
time seems to be significant. For a year 
or more he has apparently been a mere 
looker-on at the situation, but he has evi- 
dently been doing more of late than simply 
watching things, ‘The move he made on 
Friday gives a new turn to the problem of 
reorganizing the Central. 

In an interview which a Constitution re- 
porter had with him yesterday Mr. Cal- 
houn statéd that he had no information 
about the Richmond and Danville’s af- 
fairs, or the Terminal’s, but he believes 
that Drexel, Morgan & Co. will reorganize 
the properties. In regard to the offer of 
Alexander Brown & Sons, and the other 
bankers whom he represents as counsel, 
to buy the Central’s tripartite bonds 
$4,999,000, and to take up the floating 
debt of $7,500,000 with past due interest, 
he talked at length explaining the meaning 
of the steps. 

Mr. Calhoun, when asked what was back 
of the proposition of Messrs. Alexander 
Brown & Sons, Simon, Borg & Co. and 
their associates to purchase the tripartite 
bonds and stop the sale of the Central rail- 
road, said: 

“There is nothing behind the movement 
except an honest effort on the part of my 
clients to protect their own interest and 
that of the other junior security holders, 
and a sincere desire to aid in rescuing the 
Central system from the wreck into which 
it has been plunged. The interest of my 
client is the interest of the Central stock- 
holders, and of every junior security holder 
of the system.” 

“Mr. Calhoun, Mr. Lawton, in his inter- 
view this morning, intimates that your cli- 
ents should have taken this action long 
ago?” 

“In this he is mistaken. It was not easy, 
under all the circumstances, to raise the 
$5,500,000, necessary to protedt the Central 
from foreclosune. It is not easy for minor- 
ity security holders to raise money to de- 
feat a widely extended and deliberate plan 
to foreclose their property. My clients 
have not delayed @ day longer than was 
necessary. It does seem to me strange that 
any security holder who hag the rea] inter- 
est of the property at heart, could object to 
an effort to prevent it from being sold under 
the marsbal’s hammer. In the minds of 
the plain people of the country, 
I think there is still an impression 
that property ought not to pass under the 
marshal’s hammer except as a last resort— 
when every effort_to save it had failed. 
“The tripartite bonds are due, and instead 
of an eftort to sell the road out at fore- 
closure sale under the mdrtgage securing 
them, or. under the consolidated mortgage 
securing the floating debt, every security 
holder of the Central road is deeply inter- 
ested in providing some means by which 
these debts can be paid off and the property 
saved instead of wrecked. Whatever ef- 
forts may be made in the future, however, 
to further wreck this property, I feel ‘quite 
confident will be thwarted. There is 
substance behind the present movement 
and it is decidedly advantageous to the 
Central security holders. It would cer- 
tainly seem. proper for the present man- 
agement of the company to cordially wel- 
come ahy n&yveomer who could bring ma- 
terial aid to the company, and the capacity 
of my clients to do this is found in their 
ability and willingness to purchase the 
tripartite bonds and stop the foreclosure, 
which no one else bas been either able or 
willing to do.” 

“Are your movements influenced by mere 
hostility to the Hollins‘ plan?” 

“Not at all. 1 am extremely anxious 
to see the Central put on its feet. I have 
strongly opposed every effort to wreck it, 
no matter where or by whom origi- 
nated. am now, and have always 


| been, willing to take off my coat in an 


effort to save it. 

“Of course, it is well known that I 
have never been in sympathy with the 
effort to confiscate the majority stock. 
Nor have I believed for a moment that 
such an effort could succeed. I have 
never hesitated to express this opinion, 
and I have only been surprised that every 
stockholder in the Central and every junior 
security holder should fail to see that his 
interest lay in trying to preserve the rights 
of the majority of the stock. It is per- 
fectly clear that thig large block of stock 
is valueless unless all the debts and se- 
curities ahead of it are taken care of. 

“I have never favored the Hollins plan 
because I regarded it, as unjust and in- 
equitable and based on wrong principles 
and I have nevek, bélieved it would suc- 
ceed. It carries on its very face manifest 
defects that render its success impossible. 
While expressing this opinion to those 
who sought my views, I have carefully re- 
frained from public expression until I could 
rig | see my way to something better to 
offer the security holders.” 

“Do you still think well of the Central 
system ?”’ 

‘Unquestionably . opinion of its'value 
has never changed. It is a great property 
and I confidently believe the future will 
vindicate my judgment. It should be re 
membered, however, that the terrible an- 
tagonism against railroads in this state has 
borne bitter fruit and has given the opportu- 
nity to break down the credit and destroy 
the efficiency of our railroads. The security 
holders must, therefore, unite to make 
mutual concessions in order to put their 
property on its feet.” 

“But what about the foreclosure under 
the floating debt?’ 

“Oh, we will cross that bridge when we 
get to it, but the same power that could 
raise the money to buy the tripartite bonds 
can pay Off the floating debt. I hope to see 
all interests harmonized, and by united ef- 
fort Pr is no doubt the property can be 
saved.

To the Editor of The World—I: de 
sire cordially to endorse the timely 
protest entered in your editorial of the 23 
instant against the suggestion that a decla- 
ration of loyalty should be made, in the 
name of the seuth, by the southern govern- 
ors who are to meet in corvention at Rich- 
mond, Va., in May next. 

There is no sense or propriety in lugging 
{n such declarations. Here and yonder 
there may be a political sorehead who will 
not be reconciled. The days of men of that 
class have been unmbered. 

I really do not see the necessity for the 
proposed convention, for the people of the 
south—community after community—are 
using or are preparing to use their best 
efforts to make known to the citizens of the 
inhospitable (meaning the climate) east and 
the blizzard-affilicted west the wondrous 
things ‘which these southern states offer in 
the way of salubrity in climate, fertility of 
soil, cheapness of land, possibilities in fruit 
culture and in dairying, open fields in the 
smaller industries, splendid opportunities 
for safe and profitable investments.

You have noticed, I suppose, in reading 
the story of the resurrection, that almost 
every. account.of the Bible gives the idea 
that the characteristic of that day will be 
a great sound. I do not know that it will 
be very loud, but 1 know it will be very 
penetrating. n the mausoleum where 
silence has reigned a thousand years that 
voice must penetrate. _ In the coral cave 
of the deep that voice must penetrate. 
Millions of spirits will come through the 

tes of eternity, and they will come to 

e tombs of the earth, and they will cry: 
“Give us back our bodies; we gave them 
to you in corruption, surrender them now 
in inoorruption.” Hundreds of spirits 
hovering about the crags of Gettysburg, 
for there the bodies are buried. hun- 
dred shousand spirits coming to Greenwood, 
for there the bodies are buried, waiting for 
the reunion of body and soul. t 

All along the sea.route from New York 
to Liverpool, at every few miles where a 
steamer went down, departed spirits com- 
ing back, hovering over the wave. There 
is where the Oity of Boston perished. 
Found at last. There is where the 
President perished. Steamer found at 
last. There is where the Central America 
went down. Spirits hovering—bundreds 
of spirits hovering, waiting for the reunion 
of y and soul. .Out on the prairie a 
spirit alighfs. There is. where a traveler 
died in the snow. Crash! goes West- 
minster Abbey, and the poets and orators 
come forth; wonderful mingling of good 
and bad.

Who can sketch the scene? I suppose 
that one moment before the general rising 
there will an entire silence, save a6 you hear 
the grinding of a wheel, or a clatter of the 
hoofs of a procession passing into the ceme- 
tery. Silence in all the caves of the earth. 
Silence on the side of the mountain. Silence 
down in the Yalleys and far out into the sea. 
Silence. But in a moment, in the twinkl- 
ling of an eye, as the archangel’s trumpet 
comes pealing, rolling, crashing across moun- 
tain and ocean, the earth will give one terri- 
fic shudder, and the graves of the dead will

“But,” you say, “if this doctrine of the 
resurrection is true, as prefigured by this 
Easter morn, Christ ‘the rst fruits of them 
that slept.” Christ rising a promise and a 
prophecy of the rising of all his people, can 
you tell us something about the resurrec- 
tion body?” I can. There are mysteries 
about that, but I shall tell you three or four 
things in regard to the resurrected body 
as are beyond guessing and beyond mis- 
ake. * 

In the first place, I remark in regard to 
your resurrected body; it will be a glorious 
ody. The body we have now is a mere 
skeleton of what it would have. been if sin 
had not marred and defaced it. Take the 
most exquisite statue that was ever made by 
an artist, and chip it here and chip it here 
with a chisel, and batter and bruise it here 
and there, and then stand it out in the storms 
of a hundred years, and the beauty would be 
gone. Well, the human body has been 
chipped and battered and bruised and dam- 
aged with the storms of thopsands of years— 
the physical defects of other generations 
coming down from generation to genera- 
tion, we inheriting the infelicities of past 
generations; but in the morning of the resur- 
rection the body will be adornal and beau- 
tified according to the orginal model. And 
there is no such difference between a gyin- 
nast and an emciated wretch in a lazeretto, 
as there will be a difference between our 
bodies as they are now and our resurrected 
forms. 

There you will see the perfect eye, after 
the waters of death have washed out the 
stains of tears and study. There you will 
see the perfect hand, after the knots of toil 
have been untied from the knuckles. There 
you will see the form erect and elastic, af- 
ter the burdens have gone off the shoulder— 
the very life of God in the body. -— 

In this world, the most impressive thing, 
the most expressive thing, is the human 
face; but that face is veiled with the griefs 
of a thousand years; but in the resurrec- 
tion morn that veil will be taken away 
from the face, and the noonday sun is dull 
and dim and stupid compared with the ont- 
flaming lories of the countenances of the 
saved. When those faces of the righteous, 
those resurrected faces, turn foward the 
gate, or look up toward the throne, it will 
be like the dawning of a new morning on 
the bosom of everlasting day! O glorious res- 
urrected body! 

- But I remark also in regard to that body, 
which you are to get in the resurrection, 
it will be an immortal body. These bodies 
are wasting away. Somebody has said as 
soon as we begin to live we begin to die. 
Unless we keep tting the fuel into the 
furnace the furndte dies out. The blood- 
vessels are canals taking the breadstuffs 
to all parts of the system. We must be re- 
constructed hour by hour, day by day. Sick- 
ness and death are all the time trying to get 
their prey under the tenement, or to push 
us off the embankment of the grave; but, 
blessed be God, in the resurrection we. will 
get a body immortal. No malaria in the air, 
no cough, no neuralgic twinge, no rheumat- 
ic pang, no fluttering of the heart, no short- 
ness of breath, no ambulance, no dispensa- 
ry, no hospital, no invalid’s chair, no spec- 
tacles to improve the dim vision; but health, 
immortal health! O ye who have aches and 
ains indescribable this morning—O ye who 
re never well—O ye who are lacerated with 
rsical distresses, let me tell you of the 
rrected body,free from all disease.
